Claims l-ll(part), 13, 14-24(part), 25-33(part) drawn to Imidazopyridazines, 
classified in class 544, subclass 262. 

III. Claims l-ll(part), 14-23(part), 25-33(part) drawn to fused triazines, 
classified in class 544, subclass 184. 

IV. Claims 1-11 (part), 14-23(part), 25-33(part) drawn to fused pyridines, 
classified in class 546, subclass 118. 

V. Claims 1-12, 25-33(part) drawn to assorted tricyclics, classified in class 544, 
546, subclass various. 

Group V arises when Rl and R2 combine to form a ring. In the event that 
Group V is elected, applicants must specify a specific tricyclic ring system.
